Chicago, III., July 1(1.— The strike lead- 
ers in conference today took up the 
note of the puckers, u reply to which 
was reijuested by noon unu was in the 
nature of an ultimatum. The note was 
as follows : "Your letter has been re- 
ceived and fully considered, and, desir- 
ing to give you every possible oppor- 
tunity to reach a solution of the present 
controversy, we will be glad to meet 
you and discuss matters further, if, in 
your opinion, anything can be gained 
by another meeting. It is our unanimous 
opinion, however, that, considering the 
existing condition, u fair proposition has 
been made to you and your organization 
in our letter offering to arbitrate any 
and all grievances that may be sub- 
mitted for arbitration by either side, and 
it is further our unanimous opinion that 
we eiinnol recede from this proposition, 
to which we fuel that we should have 
your definite answer not inter than Sat- 
urday noon, July 1(1." The letter wits 
signed by .1. Ogden Armour, L. E. Swift, 
Kdward Morris, J. E. Mauser, J. 1". Ly- 
man, E. A. Cudahy and Edward Wildeu. 

At the appointed time the result of 
the strikers' deliberations was ill the 
hands of the packing house representa- 
tives. Its purport could not lie learned, 
but it was intimated by the packers 
that a further joint conference might 
be held. 

Significant apparently of tin abandon- 
ment by the strikers of hope of securing 
a basis upon which they would arbitrate, 
was an announcement that President 
Donnelly, of the butcher workmen, would 
leave Chicago tonight for a tour of oilier 
strike-bound cities. Indications this af- 
ternoon all pointed to an end of the peace 
conferences for the present lit least and 
the beginning of new hostilities. Presi- 
dent Gouapers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, has already lefl Chicago, 
presumably to go to New York. 

While the packers are preparing to 
act upon the latest message from the 
strike leaders, a riot was occasioned on 
West ti.'ird and Ashland avenues, caused 
by the arrival of omnibuses, one of 
which carried stenographers to the offices 
o( Swift & Company, Nelson, Morris & 
Company and the Armour Packing Com- 
pany. Three men were injured by blows 
received from ofllecrs' (dubs. When the 
tirst was drawn up to the sidewalk 
where the workiiigmoil were waiting for 
it, a strike sympathizer rushed from the 
saloon and stood in the path of the 
horses. The police commanded the man 
to move on. A crowd gathered and sev- 
eral policemen detailed at posts nearby 
hastened to the scene and drew their 
(dubs and charged the crowd, which gave 
way before them, The leaders retreated 
into the saloon and made their escape 
through u rear door. Many of the giris 
were so frightened that they sought re- 
fuge in the saloons which line Ashland 
avenue at this point, only to be driven 
Dill by the I brents of men drinking in t lie 
places. Most of the young women were 
found and went on their way in the 
(minibuses. 

It w us announced at 0:30 o'clock this 
evening that all negotiations between the 
packers and the strikers had been brok- 
en off. This announcement was made 
after a conference lasting more than 
four hours between (lie packers and tin' 
executive committee of the butchers' 
union. The uieetiug was at the office 
of Swift & Co. Tin' announcement was 
made by Officers t»f the union. The pack- | 
ers gave out no statement.

It was imii.issilili' last nighl I., obtain 
any further particulars of the disquiet- 
ing report from the West ('nasi, lint 
it is earnestly hoped by tin- colleagues 
of l In' missionary in t his cil y that he 
may have put into one of the innumer- 
able coves which fret tin' extended line 
of Barkley sound, to wait Cor the abate- 
ment of the severe storms which have 
been raging there lor some days past. 
• The Hev. Mr. Swartout lias been Pres- 
byterian missionary on the West Coast, 
with headquarters at Uclulet, for up- 
wards of ten years, and was one of the 
best known and most highly respected 
men along the whole West Coast. The 
Kev. Dr. Campbell i< superintendent of 
the Presbvterinn missions in British Co- 
lumbia, anil is naturally much agitated 
at the ominous news from the West 
Const. 

The Uev. Mr. Swartout's ministry on 
the West ("oust has been remarkably 
successful, this being due as much to 
his amiable personality as to his patient 
and intelligent labors amongst the In- 
dians, by whom he has been idolized. 
Like so 'many of the frontier mission- 
aries, the [lev. Mr. Swartout was per- 
t'eetlv at Inline in a boat of any kind, 
in f'net a splendid athlete, in every 
way able to take care of himself. This 
leads his friends in Victoria to believe 
thai he is storm-bound in one of the 
Barkley sound hays, waiting a chance 
to continue his journey. 

The Uev. Mr. Swartout was very well 
known in Victoria, where his periodical 
visits were always looked forward to 
with deep interest, as he had always 
some items of interest to imparl regard- 
ing the progress of affairs in his widely- 
extended district. It may be mentioned 
that the reverend gentleman has. on 
more than one occasion, rendered most 
valuable service to the crews of vessels 
which have pit into ditllculties on that 
wild const. The missing missionary is 
an expert in Indian dialects and Indian 
history, legends and traditions. 



AMERICAN STUDENT SUICIDES. 

Paris, July 111. — An American student 
named Shapleigh, aged 22 years, and 
said to have been a nephew of Ambas- 
sador Porter, committed suicide this 
afternoon at the Hotel Dorc, ou the 
Boulevard Montmartrc.

L. Scholes. His pluck was undoubted 
and his skill enough to arouse the envy 
of professional pugilists wdio saw him 
spar. As soon as lie bad reached the 
goal of his ambition ho quit the ring 
forever, despite the inducements that 
were offered him to become a profes- 
sional. Amateurism is a passion with 
Mr. Scholes, Sr., and he was no less 
pleased with his son's determination 
than with the honors lie had won. 
THE DIAMOND SCULLS. 

Lou Scholes' victory marks the (third 
occasion of the Diamond Challenge 
Sculls being captured by a competitor 
from across the seas. It is the first 
time that this event bns been won by 
what the Premier of Canada would 
call a "foreigner," whose amateur 
status was undoubted. Edward Han- 
Ian Ten Eyck won the race in 1807, 
but his entry was refused the next 
year by the Henley stewards, who were 
not satisfied that he was an amateur. 
A Dutchman named Ooms won in 1S92, 
but there was suspicion about his 
claims to amateur standing, though he 
was not protested at the time. An- 
other Toronto sculler, Charles Gold- 
man, tried in 1001, but was defeated 
by Hemmonde, who won the finals. 
Goldman was the amateur champion 
swimmer and boxer of Toronto. The 
race that these men crossed the ocean 
to win was instituted in 1844, but was 
not made a challenge race until six 
years later. The winner receives a 
silver gilt cup and becomes the cus- 
todian of the trophy which gives its 
name to the race. The miniature 
sculls are about six inches long, of 
frosted and bright silver, the handles 
and fillet being of gold, the sculls 
crossed and corded with gold. The 
cord appears in the middle of a wreath 
of green enamel, sel with rubies and 
diamonds,, ami lied with gold, while 
from the ends id' the tie are suspended 
two brilliants. This is the jewel that 
will soon he on its way to Toronto. 
CANADA'S FAMOUS SCULLERS.

The achievements of the 
father oolong to the last generation of 
amateur athletes. lie was a sculler 
ind a boxer, and he has developed in 
his sons a world's champion in each of 
these departments. While there may 
he truth in the English criticism of 
Lou Scholes' lack of style in the boat, 
it is impossible to deny the fact that 
the style is most effective. But no one. 
could complain of the style of John, the'

of Henley oarsmen's trophies left its 
native soil. Among professional scul- 
lers Canada can boast a magnificent 
.mnrtctte such as Hnnlnn, Gaudaur, 
Boss and William O'Connor, three of 
whom were world's champions, and 
one of them— Hnnlan— conceded to be 
the best man in rough water who ever 
handled a pair of sculls. 
OTHER CHAMPION ATHLETES. 

Reminiscences of aquatic exploits 
bring to mind the fact that Canada 
has always taken an honorable share 
in field and track athletics. In George 
Gray we had a world's champion .shot- 
putter, and one of the best developed 
athletes who ever lived. George Orton 
was also a world's champion long dis- 
tance runner, with the action of a 
Hackney horse. His younger brother, 
Irving, promises to be an equally good 
man. Alex Grant, an American uni- 
versity mile champion, is a Canadian, 
a product of Toronto university, like 
George Orton. Charles Biggar, n To- 
ronto man, still holds a world s jump- 
ing record made a generation ago, and 
was an all-round athlete equal to the 
best in his day. The list might be ex- 
panded, hut to athletes the names 
mentioned will be sufficiently signifi- 
cant. We hope to add to our athletic 
laurels as the years go by, although 
we have little raw material to choose 
from, compared with the United States 
and Great Britain. To compensate for 
this deficiency, Canada's average phy- 
sical standard is perhaps higher and 
better than that of any other country 
ill the world.

NOT A QUESTION OF RAILWAY 
DEVELOPMENT. 

In order, nt the coming elections, to 
save the skins of the Liberal representa- 
tives of this Province at Ottawa, it is 
evidently considered necessary to mis- 
represent argument in the discussion of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific question. We 
arc told that the Colonist predicts noth- 
ing but evil as the result of construc- 
tion. On the contrary, the Colonist has 
been an advocate of increased trans- 
portation facilities across the continent. 
What the Colonist has directed atten- 
tion to are the immense disadvantages 
under which the Province is placed by 
the conditions imposed in the contract 
for the construction of the road, as com- 
pared with the rest of Canada. While 
assuming an undue proportion of the 
liabilities • which accrues to Canada in 
that connection, it receives none of the 
vast incidental benefits to be derived 
from construction, and at the same time 
must also assume the local administra- 
tion of the now country opened up en 
route. We are told that the revenue 
of the country will increase so rapidly 
as a consequence that the Government 
will he able to further reduce the burd- 
en of taxation. That is likely to be 
quite correct, barr the reduction in 
taxes so far as the Dominion Govern- 
ment is concerned; but unfortunately the 
benefits accruing from the development 
go largely to the Dominion coffers. It 
is true, Provincial revenue receives large 
additions in the way of milling licenses, 
revenue lax, land tux, etc., but the whole 
past experience of British Columbia has 
gone to show that the expenses of ad- 
ministration created by the new condi- 
tions are always still larger in propor- 
tion. Since Confederation there lias only 
been one year in thirty-three in which 
revenue has been equal to expenditure. 
Even if it In' granted for argument's 
sake that some of the governments have

WHAT IS h LIABILITY? 

We are asked to state what taxes will 
lie necessary to raise in order to meet 
obligations incurred on account of the 
construction of .the G. T. P. That is 
a difficulty proposition. Time alone will 
tell. This much we do know, that the 
Dominion of Canada is assuming a lia- 
bility variously estimated at, from $135,- 
000,000 to $171,000,000 on account of 
the new railway. Canada is actually 
building one portion of the railway, for 
■which it will lie necessary to issue de- 
bentures extending over forty or fifty 
years at three per cent. For the other 
portion— that west of Winnipeg to the 
Pacific— It in loaning its credit to the 
railway company in order to enable it 
to build. There are the interest and 
sinking iuuil to pay annually until tho 
debentures are finally retired. 

There is an arrangement whereby the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company is ex- 
pected to assume and pay the interest 
charges, and on the face of it looks as 
though the peoplo are getting a now 
transcontinental railway as a "free gift." 
This is very pleasant reading for an 
Individual who is inclined to thank 
providence that lie is free of a trouble- 
some debt after having given u promis- 
sory note for its payment. 

Wo du not for u moment say that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific will not be able 
to discharge the liability as it matures; 
we sincerely hope that it will. If at any 
•time in the future it should get hard 
up, because "hard times" come as sure- 
ly as good times, and there is a Gov- 
ernment in power at Ottawa as "easy" 
as the present cue, we are afraid the 
temptation to unload on the public will 
Ibe too great to be resisted by a '"soul- 
less" corporation, lint that is not the 
real question at issue. 

When a business man of substance en- 
dorses the note of another man for a 
large sum, or for any sum, he regards 
that endorsement as part of his lia- 
bilities, no matter what the moral cer- 
tainty of the other man paying may 
he. There always exists the possibility 
of his having to make good the amount 
so guaranteed. In other words, it is 
his own debt, and is so regarded by big 
banker, who naturally insists upon know- 
ing all about such matters when con- 
sidering the amount of credit to be ex- 
tended. 

The Dominion, in its arrangements 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
Company, is exactly in the position of 
having endorsed a promissory note. The 
bonds issued for the payment of con- 
struction, pr the bonds guaranteed for 
the same purpose, become part of the 
national debt and restrict the additional 
borrowing' powers to that extent. If all 
goes well the people will be relieved 
of the liability; if not, they will have to 
pay it. The people of British Colum- 
bia, collectively and individually, are 
liable for their proportion of the debt, 
and, for the matter of that, for the 
Whole of it. Our position is simply 
this, that in case the people are called 
upon eventually to pay, either a portion 
or the whole of the liability, British 
Columbia, taking its contributions to the 
Federal Treasury in the past as a basis, 
which has been a permanent oue for 
thirty-three years, in forty or fifty years 
time will pay, proportionately, three 
times to the cost of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway what the rest of the 
people of Canada will do. ■ 

In the face of that monstrous dispar- 
ity, in face of what we are already con- 
tributing, and have contributed, in ex- 
cess of the people of other Provinces 
per man. am! in face of the fact that 
the building of the (Irand Trunk Pacific 
itself through our Province will enor- 
mously increase the responsibilities 
created by the requirements of popula- 
tion throughout the whole northern part 
of British Columbia, our rights to share 
in the incidental benefits of construction 
have been denied to us, and the men

struction, and they have, we have no 
doubt, been honest in the belief that 
the whole people would make money, 
and that the Provincial exchequer would 
be largely reimbursed, as well. The one 
great fact that bus been overlooked itr 
all calculations based on railway devel- 
opment, is the expenditure which de- 
velopment involves being greater in pro- 
portion than the new sources of revenue 
also created. 

This is an argument not against rail- 
way building and a general policy of 
development; but in favor of the abso- 
lute necessity of a largely increased 
subsidy from the Dominion to meet the 
requirements of internal administration 
of the affairs of a Province with many 
physical obstacles to overcome. As a re- 
sult of the existing financial relations 
between the Province and the Domin- 
ion, too large an excess of tin: revenue 

goes to the Federal Treasury in pro- 
portion to what is returned in the way 
of subsidy. In other words, there is 
an inetillitable division of the taxes 
which the people o'f the Province pay 
to the Dominion. There is not an ade- 
quate residue left for Provinciul pur- 
poses. What is true of British Colum- 
bia is true of all the Provinces, with 
this qualification thai, owing to the 
physical character of the country, Hrit- 
ish Columbia's case is an exceptionally 
strong one, demanding exceptional con- 
sideration, Representations have been 
made to Sir Wilfrid Laurier in favor of 
U general readjustment, in which the gov- 
ernments of all the Provinces, five out 
of seven of which are Liberal, heartily 
joined. ,

Nearly all the daily papers mi the con- 
tinent publish a supplement either on 
Saturday or mi Sunday morning intend- 
ed lor Sunday reading. This i> the rule 
in British Columbia as elsewhere, Sun- 
day is a day iq which readers have 

more leisure and appreciate a change 
in the usual bill of fare, consisting large- 
ly of news mailer. We are mr going 
to discuss the question of Sunday news- 
papers, or the disl incl ion w hich, on 
moral or religious grounds, exists be- 
tween a [taper published on Saturday 
with a large literary supplement for Sun- 
day use. and a paper with a similar 
feature which is distributed on Sunday 
morning. Most persons, whatever their 
views on the sanctity of the Sabbath 
may be. have discarded prejudices based 
on a distinction so technical. Few per- 
sons are now so sensitive on the point 
as to deny thai they read newspapers 
on Sunday, and while we have a deep 
respect for the honest scruples they pos- 
sess, we do not believe their views should 
weigh against the great majority of 
leaders who honestly entertain opposite 
opinions. Hence Sundays newspapers, 
as we have them in British Columbia, 
and Sunday supplements. A1 tin- same 
time we believe tha: the reading matter 
Supplied on that day should be of such 
a character as to afford interest and In- 
tel ruction. 

The Sunday newspapers of the United 
States or at least a great many of their 
newspapers, because there is a number 
of honorable exceptions, publish a kind 
of literary pabulum that is not fit as 
reading on any day of the week. With 
a good deal, perhaps, that is good is 
mixed up a great deal that is trashy, 
sensational and decidedly "yellow." In 
the cities in particular the effects are 
reflected in the character of a consider- 
able (dement of the population. Wherever 
yellow journalism is prevalent, you find 
its columns redolent with tut atmosphere 
of crime .and vice. The paper and the 
people who read it react on each other. 
The craze for vulgar ami .spectacular si 
illustrations of the most execrable cou- way 



caption and dosign cannot hut indicate 
the character of the mind that assimi- 
lates such stuff. 

As will have been observed, the Colon- 
ist has enlarged its supplement to eight 
pages, and new features have been add- 
ed. This is in response to increased ad- 
vertising and an enlarged subscription 
list. Care is exercised in the selection 
of matter to reproduce the brightest 
and best which our exchange lists afford. 
The Colonist is desirous also of extend- 
ing the feature or original contributions 
to its columns, and we are led to un- 
derstand that what hits appeared of 
Into has met with gratifying apprecia- 
tion. The object in view is to appeal 
to as many classes of readers as pos- 
sible, (iood, wholesome humor, we be- 
lieve, is enjoyed by. as is beneficial, to 
most readers, and to encourage hearty 
laughter we shall devote reasonable 
space to cullings from the humorists of 
the day. Tope says: 

"The proper study of mankind is man," 

which may be regarded as emulating a 
higher example expressed in .Milton's 
Unas : 

"All these his wondrous works, but 

chiefly man, 
His chief delight and favor." 

Biography of all reading is, perhaps, 
the must attractive, for the very reason 
that it deals with the lives, the hopes, 
the weaknesses, the doings, the pleasures 
and sorrows of men. We hope to make 
our "Men of Mark" as attractive as bio- 
graphy usually is. and to deal each week 
with a great many men in the publi 
eye, or who have in thn past left an im- 
press on history. There is also in the 
flotsam and jetsam of current news- 
papers and magazines items of miscel- 
laneous concern, which have been group- 
ed under "World Wide Float." Special 
articles, more or less engrossing, from 
the pens of popular writers will always 
find a place. 

In a variety of ways we hope to make 
the Sunday Supplement attractive with 
out adopting standards set by the new 
race of yellow journalists. We recognize 
if for tin other reason, that the intelli- 
gent constituency of readers possessed 
bv newspapers in British Columbia do 
not favor the reprehensible tendency to 
sensationalism; and. as a rule, consid 
ing the many difficulties experienced in 
this Province in producing newsy and 
large papers, there is little cause of com- 
plaint. Journalism bus been steadily on 
the up grade, and while in all the papers 
there is doubtless room for improvement, 
with the increase of population and the 
cheapening of facilities for obtaining 
news, as well as the financial ability 
or managers to enlarge staffs and plants, 
it will become still more creditable as 
a profession.

BOTANICAL STATION 
ON WEST COAST 



Minneapolis Journal Publishes 
a Very Interesting Article 
About it. 



The Minneapolis Journal lias an illus- 
trated article dealing with the West 
Coast botanical station, which contains 
the following account: 

"The party wiiieli is arranging to go 
to the Minnesota seaside station on Van- 
couver island, under the direction of 
Professor Conway Macmlllnn, of the 
botanical department, believes that it 
has about the right combination for a 
successful summer. This little outpost 
of the university, far away on the 
Straits of Fuca, lias in past years fur- 
nished health, happiness, knowledge and 
inspiration to tlio.se — one hundred or 
more in number— who have visited it. 

"It is not generally known, but the 
facilities of the camp are open to such 
young men and women of the city and 
state who wisli to make the journey and 
would be desirable members of the party. 
This year the members of the stution 
will meet at the Dominion hotel in Vic- 
toria about July 10th, the exact date to 
be determined upon when the sailing of 
the coastwise steamer is announced. 

"The station buildings arc about sixty 
miles from Victoria, rigid opposite Cape 
Flattery. About three miles from the 
Ibuildiugs is a dock belonging to a min- 
ing company which lias been operating 
in the San Juan and Gordon rivers, and 
at this the steamer calls. There is but 
a small settlement in the vicinity of the 
dock and all provisions and supplies 
must be brought from Victoria. 

"The buildings of the station tire 
three in number, two log and one frame. 
Only half of the frame building, as 
planned, has been erected, so il is not 
very ornamental in shape. The main log 
building, 'l.essonia Lodge,' is over sixty 
feel in length, with a big living room, 
with fireplace, kitchen nnd storeroom on 
the ground Uoor, and two airy bunk- 
rooms above, one for men and one 
for women. It is a clean nnd comfort- 
able camp, and since there are no mos- 
qilitos or otlier noxious insects on this 
portion of the Vancouver island coast, 
there has never been a bit of cheese- 
cloth used about the premises. Minne- 
sota campers will understand and ap- 
preciate this. The small building in 
front, 24 feet in length, is used as a 
zoological laborbatory. It is technically 
known as the 'Formalose Club.'^ This 
building is the headquarters of the fish- 
ing industry and is the scene of many 
interesting exhibits. The two-storey 
frame building is used for botanical pur- 
poses. Both Hours are fitted with wall 
tables and regular laboratory work is 
carried on. 

"During a month tit the seaside sta- 
lUm one can learn as much botany us 
in a veur of the regular college course, 
and those who go primarily for study 
have an unequalled opportunity to be- 
come familiar with the vegetation of 
ocean, forest and mountain. And those 
whose principal object is rest, health and 
recuperation, find the station all that 
they hoped for. 

"This summer the botanical work ol 
the station will be in charge of Pro- 
lessor Muemillan. The zoological courses 
will be under Professor Mnnson, of the 
Washington State Norma! school. Dr. 
Vlbert Schneider, of the California Col- 
ic-,, of Pharmacy, will couducl some 
snecial work in lichenology and bac- 
uriologv. Dean C. YV. Hall, o* the 
University of Minnesota, will have 
charge of' the geological courses, nnd Dr. 
C B. Bessey, of the University of Ne- 
braska, is expected to be present and to

TEDTEMAN'S SKETCH OF VIC- 
TORIA DISTRICT CHURCH. 

The moot prominent building in sight 
is Victoria district church, as it stands 
out in relief on Church Hill. When I 
first went (here as a boy, it wus a 
most primitive looking building, with 
its low steeple or dove cote (as it 
looked like). There were two bells in 
this steeple, one larger than the other, 
which sounded ding dong, ding (long, 
many a year, until early one morning, 
as James Kennedy, an old friend of 
mine, was going home, saw llames is- 
suing from the roof. 

He gave the alarm, and shortly after 
the whole town was there, and the 
engines with the volunteer firemen.

KILLING OF CAI'T. JACK. 

Referring to Mr. Higgings' most in- 
teresting account of the killing of the 
noted Indian chieftain, "Captain Jack," 
at the Victoria jail in the year 18(10— 
the result of this shooting was to set 
the Indians over on the reserve wild 
witli excitement, which condition was 
aided by a plentiful supply of infernal 
tire water obtained from the notorious 
wholesale joint at the end of the John- 
son street bridge. They immediately 
decided to start in their canoes up along 
the straits toward Saanich. calling at 
the many farms and wreaking the'r 
vengeance upon the settlers. A man 
was sent out. from the fort on horse- 
back to warn the farmers. At the 
1 plands Farm at Cadboro Bay. where 
the late Win. Leigh and family were 
residing, there were some 17 people- 
men, women and children. When the 
warning came a hasty consultation was 
had, Mr. Leigh being awav on busi- 
ness, as to whether it would be best 
to loud up the wagons and all move in 
to the tort, or to barricade the house 
and run the chances of being burned 
out, or to hide away in the forest be- 
hind the farm. The latter course was 
finally decided upon, and with a sr ,p)y 
of blankets, mats, wraps, etc., f u- ,,r,i- 
tection against the cold, a move )( > n | 
was made down into a heavilv v o i led 
ravine about half a mile back of the 
farm where, hidden under the sp 'ail- 
ing branches of a large pine, the party 
made themselves as comfortable as they 
coiil, 1, the women and children huddled 
close under the tree and the njon and 

''del' boys ill iting guard on the outer 

edge. Sonic of them were perched in 
the lower branches, with whatever arms 
they had been able to secure, princi- 
pally old Hudson Bay Hint lock mus- 
kets. 

If was very dark and gloomy in the 
ravine, which was heavily limbered 
with a pine forest, nnd the concealed 
party expected that at anytime the In- 
dians might arrive and tiro the farm 
buildings, and perhaps search for them. 

Just before dawn several dark forms 
were seen by Hie best-sighted of the 
men on watch, creeping cautiously up 
the ravine towards the hiding place. 
The cracking of twigs and an occas- 
ional grunt were heard and we knew 
the Indians were approaching. Word 
was passed not to fire until our leader 
gave the signal, which was finally given. 
Two of the old Hint locks went 'off, the 
others missed tire. One of the bullets 
struck one of a drove of pigs which 
were quietly feeding up tlie ravine and 
which in our terror wo took for the 
foe. The squeals of the wounded pigs 
frightened the others, and the whole 
drove came charging nnd squealing up 
the ravine right through our camp, 
tumbling over men, women and chil- 
dren, whoso screams added to the noise, 
of the pigs, made mutters a trifle lively 
until the enemy went by. The morn- 
ing growing bright, and no Indians ap- 
pearing, a cautious approach was made 
to the farm, and shortly after n run- 
ner came from the fort with word that 
the Indians had taken to their canoes 
the night before and had started out, 
nut had been turned back by tlie gun- 
boat which was on watch and thev 
were not allowed to leave the outer 
harbor, so our terror was without cause.

The British Ship Celtic Monarch 
Reaches Victoria From 
Six Months' Trip. 



Pacific Coast Interested in Re- 
cent Developments in 
This Port. 



There ln:vc been longer passages from 
Britain to Victoria tliiiu that which was 
finished on Friday night by the ship 
Celtic Monarch, of Liverpool, 1S1 days, 
but few ships have had a more trying 
experience witli adverse, winds and foul 
weather than the Celtic Monarch on 
this voyage. Most of the bad weather 
was met around the Horn, which sus- 
tained its reputation admirably when 
the Celtic Monarch was trying to round 
it. 

The Celtic Monarch left Loudon De- 
cember Ilth, lDO.'i, and went, thence lo 
Rotterdam, which she left later in the 
same month. Her first mishap was the 
loss of her foretopgallunt mast, which 
had to bo replaced at Cork, delaying 
her until the middle of January. 

Alter rounding the Horn the ship had 
very had hick, meeting furious gales 
and tedious calms fur nearly two months. 
A good deal of anxiety was felt fur her 
until she was reported by a vessel cull- 
ing at San Francisco, the week before 
last. Coming into the Strait Friday 
night, the Celtic Monarch uarrowly es- 
eaped collision with the American tug 
Wanderer, smart seamanship averting 
what might have been a serious disaster. 
The Celtic Monarch reached Itoyal Roads 
early yesterday morning, and was 

brought up to th -can docks yesterday 

forenoon. The evidence of tin- vessel's 
long voyage was apparent in tho barna- 
cles and mussels with which her lower 
hull is thickly coated, even well above 
the water line. She hears weather- 
beaten aspect, as it she had been through 
some pretty severe storms, The crew 
occupied yesterday afternoon stowing 
everything away aloft and on deck in 
preparation for a considerable slay in 
port.

fiomo of his liiu 
country. 

That is, i" short, the valuable dictum 
of the recent Royal Commission on 
Volunteers, Still more important in the 
fact th:il, while the public mind is «1 1- 
vided us to how the service should be 
rendered, everybody recognizes the 
Ibroad truth of the rule, and, whethi:r 
in omnibus or drawing-room; admits the 
obligation to do something. 

Vet the Volunteers lack men and of- 
ficers. If volunteering wen; fashion- 
able there would be no lack of ofllecvs. 
lint there is lack of officers, ami volun- 
teering is not the fashion. 

When the movement was started in 
the sixties men of rank and leisure and 
wealth took it up with enthusiasm. 
They have gradually drifted out of the 
movement, except in a few districts, 
and left most of the hard work and 
the expense to commercial and profes- 
sional men. Why that should be ' so 
no one seems to understand exactly. In 
the early days volunteers were subject- 
ed to some 'ridicule. They were called 
'"dog-shooters," and .Tohn Leech chose 
them for the victims of his satire. But 
that has passed. They are now held 
in high esteem, yet the young men of 
leisure and wealth turn upon them the 
cold shoulder of indifference, 

The spirit which vitalized the early 
volunteer movement is indicated in :iu 
anecdote which ought to he true if it 
is not. Certainly it gives us the spirit 
of the time. A colonel of the regular 
army, reviewing a newly-raised volun- 
teer regiment, observed in the ranks an 
elderly man wearing medals, lie irrae- 
iously remarked: "I see you have 
served in the regular army, my mini." 

"Yes. sir." answered tin' volunti 

standing at attention. "What was your 
rank in the service'.'" "Major-General, 
sir." 

Such a thing is unheard of nowaday-. 
It is unnecessary, of course, Bui it 
would be great gain to the volunteer 
movement if it could secure the ser- 
vices as officers of men who have been 
even for a short period in the regular 
army. Young men of large fortune 
join' the colors for a year or two. and

A still larger class of young men 
never join the regular army; do no 
give service to volunteers, yeomanry, 
or militia: do not enter politics, do no 
work on oounfy council or district coun- 
cil; in short, they give no service to 
the State whatever throughout their 
lives. They are always ready to criti- 
cize those who do the work of the coun- 
try; they are ahead in agitations; but 
that is all they care to do for the 
country. 

Their life is one long round of pleas- 
ure-seeking and self-indulgence. Their 
only purpose in life is to amuse them- 
selves; their chiefest joy is a new meth- 
od of killing time. They are the ilrnn s 
of the working hive lo whom enme no 
winter, with its summary expulsion for 
doing no work. 

Take the life of the son of a small 
country squire, with an income of £."00 
to £2,000 a year. Here is his time- 
table:

Men who do not get. their income 
from land, but from investments, fol- 
low very much the same round, doing 
nothing whatever to servo the country. 
Indifference is in part the reason; sheer 
laziness is a greater factor. 

The public' work of the country is. in 
fact, falling into the hands of too few 
men. The willing horse gets a larger 
burden than he ought to carry. You 
will li ii 1 1 very often thai one man is a 
member of his county council, a mem- 
ber of Parliament, and a coninminh-v 
of auxiliary forces as well, and can- 
ducts a large business at the same time. 
While another, who enjoys tin equal in- 
come perhaps ;nade by his father, seeks 
none of these avenues for his energy. 

On suggesting these considerations to 
Colonel Denny, M. 1'., who is typical 
of many members of Parliament who 
combine municipal and parliamentary 
work with volunteering and business, 
ho stated the case from the parlia- 
mentary point of view: "Those of us 
who have done our duty (personally I 
served over twenty-eight years) feel re- 
sentment at the laziness' and indiffer- 
ence which are tin.' reasons for so 
many men in all classes not doing their 
duly. The richer classes have much 
less excuse than the working classes. 
Their comfort ami case are not de- 

| pendent upon constant and hard work. 

; They have long periods of leisure. Til \v 
have money In enable them to servo in 

J the rank's, which means all the enjoy- 
ment that one can get out of service 

{ like this. 

j "They have what they ought never to 
forget a position given to them, for 
the holding of which the only justifica- 
tion is that they are willing to set an 
i example to their fellow countrymen in 
the furtherance of all movements for 
i he good of t he community. 

"All honor to those who do the work 
Any one attending n speaker's levee ai 
the House of Commons, where practi- 
cally, every member presents himself— 
and from which very, very few militia, 
yeomanry ami volunteer officers arc 
consistently absent — would be astonish- 
ed to find what a large proportion <>i 
those present are in one or other of the 
uniforms of the auxiliary corps. I do 
not think that anybody can accuse the 
House of Lords or the House of Com- 
mons of not showing an example." 

It is generally agreed by volunteers 
that the young men of wealth, leisn-e 
and social position, when they do join 
the force, either turn out very good of- 
ficers or leave after a year or two be- 
cause of the exacting duties. Some 
men are attracted by the privilege of a 
uniform: but when they find that op- 
portunity of wearing it comes rarely, 
and that most of the work is done in 
plain clothes, the attraction vanishes, 
and they vanish. 

A uniform costs from £'20 to £30, and 
the War Otllce allows £20 towards the 
price. Then the yearly expense of a 
commission may run to £20 in the lower 
ranks, and in the case of officers com- 
manding battalions up to £100. There 
is nothing in that to deter men of 
wealth. But it is felt that something 
might be done to recognize the value of 
the work of auxiliary officers, and to 
encourage them in their self-sacrifice. 

It has been suggested that they might 
be excused jury service, for instance, as 
compensation for time given to drill. 
The office of high sheriff is n serious 
drain on the resouices of gentlemen of 
moderate means. Could not officers of 
volunteer regiments be excused that 
duty, so that it might pass to those who 
give no other service? Another sugges- 
tion is that officers should be allowed 
a male servant free of tax. as an officer 
of regulars has his soldier servant.

practical suggestions are in the 
direction of abatement of income tax. 
That would be very difficult. To at- 
tract those e.x-olllcers of regulars to 
I lie volunteers, when they retire from

Uses the Newspapers In the Schools — Believes That It is the Best Means of Bringing Vj5 
*S Scholars In Close Touch With the Every Day History-Moking Events of Life. 



■ The man who has made it the aim 
of his life to introduce newspapers into 
the public schools of ais state was an 
alternate in attendance upon the Re- 
publican national convention in Chi- 
cago, lie is Professor W. II. Lynch 
of Salem, Mo., and in his own district 
he is held in high reverence as an edu- 
cator and as an originator of a new 
study which is fraught with import- 
ance to the youth of the country. Pro- 
fessor Lynch is also the holder of a 
long distance record that has few 
equals. For forty-one years he taught 
the young ■ idea of Missouri how to 
shoot — and, incidentally, how to read 
the daily newspaper — and during that 
time was absent from his desk but nine 
days. This is another, record for which 
the people of his neighborhood honor 
him. 

It is the Missouri educator's claim 
that tho newspaper is the greatest text 
book that could be placed in the hands 
of pupils. It contains the real "drama 
of life," and from it morals may.be 
drawn and examples set which are 
bound to find a fertile soil in youth- 
ful minds. 

Far from inculcating a desire to 
sin, to tread the primrose path of 
dalliance, or to take part in the ques- 
tionable gayeties of the social world, 
it is Professor Lynch's contention that 
the press points the inevitable result 
of such a life. Punishment of crime 
and degradation of character is ex- 
ploited fully ami freely in the papers, 
and when these things are properly 
explained t'> the children it is the pro- 
fessor's belief that they are impelled 
to turn from them and to tread a 
better and straigliter path. In the 
matter of historical research he finds 
that there is no work which reaches 
the child so quickly as the newspaper. 
Bret: the date line mi the despatch 
conveys something to the young stu- 
dent. He wishes to know where lies 
the city named, and the work of find- 
ing out through his books stamps it 
indelibly on his mind. Then the rend- 
ing of the despatch presents the lec- 
ture of conditions in the particular 
country to which it refers. Often- 
times the news item is not of .such 
a nature as to amuse the child's curi- 
osity or tn attract even interest, but 
(here are many cables from many 
countries, Mr. Lynch contends, and in 
the hit is always to be found some- 
thing both of value and of interest. 
In the scientific field he finds that 

tl ew inventions, the new studies, 

tin? new experiments are detailed with 
freouency and with quite sufficient ex- 
actitude tn in many ways place the 
papers ahead of the text hooks, inas- 
much ijs the latter are not prepared 
until the study is in an advanced form. 
Thus, through the press, be keeps his 
•scholars abreast of the times in such 
matters. 

THE TEACHER'S ARGUMENT. 

Rut perhaps the most interesting, 
mid certainly the most logical, argu- 
ment that Professor Lynch makes is 
that through their selection of articles 
in tin' newspapers— a selection that is 
•free with themselves— he Rains an ex- 
cellent impression of what subject ; n- 
terests and attracts the child, and 
by this means learns the proper course 
to pursu* in order that the tread of 
thought may be changed or strength- 
ened, and inclinations checked or en- 
couraged. Like nil reformers who are 
earnest in their belief-;. Professor 
Lynch is ever willing to talk of his 
work and the progress it has made. 



Said he last week: "I discovered i 
years ago that no text book was equal j 
to the newspaper as a means for Eak> | 
ing a knowledge of the actual, prae- 1 
tical and up-to-date world into the 
schoolroom. History, geography, civil 
government, algebra, chemistry aid 
the entire academic curriculum tench 
only a theory of tho world and its 
facts. The real drama of life, in its 
varied forms of commercial, political 
and social relations, must be seen and ! 
learned through the mirror of the news- 
paper. Let every Friday morning be | 
devoted to the reading of the news- j 
papers. Have all the pupils supplied 
with papers. No two pupils should 
have the same issue of the same paper, 
so as to prevent confusion by pupils 
reading the same article. Eacrt pupil j 
should rend but one article, so as to bfi j 
thorough, and this pi.iu give a 

greater number of pup !s an opuor- | 
tunity to recite what the.- have read. 1 
When a sufficient time has boon gi.-»n 
for a careful reading of some iiiteu-st- 
ing article the signal should bo given 
to quit reading and have all the papers 
folded, so as to prevent the i>U-"HS from 
seeing the articles as read; add each 
pupil rises and tells the siitis'unco of 
what he has read— an exee'lent plan 
for securing attentions and improving 
the memory. Thus the sto'.y of the 
outside world, fresh from tas lives of 
busy and practical men and ivnicfil, 
comes into the classroom and the les- 
sons of real life are mingled with tie 
dreams and poetry of lh.1 :tll'lnnt's 
young hear'.

A 
well known American pedagogue, Pro- 
fessor \V. H. Lynch, teacher at an aca- 
demy in Mountain (Love, Mo., IJ.

A., has ventured as the first one to in- 
troduce this interesting study. Pro- 
fessor Lynch reported on it in a teach- 
ers' meeting. According to the pro- 
fessor, his trials proved very favorable, 
lie claims that the lectures of 'lie 
daily papers teach scholars modem 
and actual knowledge, while the read- 
ers only tench the theory of the world 
and its causes. The papers will re- 
port the correel drama of life in its 
manifold forms. Professor Lynch 
adopted the uewspapc in his class. 
If we think a lit 'f> we find that pond 
papers build themselves up to a mirror 
■if improvement on all brunches if 
higher culture, anil that a large 
amount of mental fund, such ins lit- 
erature, is given for them. Then we 
en n not well push aside the calculations 
of the American pedngoguc. The pu- 
pil should he a certain nge, and the 
mutter introduced in the cultured daily 
should be handled by competent hands, 
And be sure loots which can be de- 
pended upon. Such closely selected 
ii ml well measured paper lectures could 
he applied as ;i very practical way 
of teaching. It would have an In- 
disputable worth to bring the grow- 
ing pupil in feeling with certain and 
actual life, thereby omitting the severe 
contact which often ruins people. The 
scholar woulfl learn the ways of lie 
world by rending coutrolled paper lec- 
tures, and the mind would ,hc sharp- 
ened for the practical life, and would 
be saved from coming in contact with 
matters intended for riner ages. 
FOB OTHER PUPILS. 
"In order to give the older pupua, 
who are srton to start in practical 
life, a sensible understanding of news- 
papers, anil a< any person, sooner or 
later, comes iii contact with the pa- 
pers, it would be a good idea to Ink.'

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It may be a surprise to some people 
to know, says the London Globe, that I 
the phrase "best man"— tho brhto-l 
groom's nearest attendant— is of Scot- 
tish origin. In the north, also, the 
principal bridesmaid used to be called 
the "best maid." Neither expression 
hits much to recommend it. It is a 
great pity, indeed, that "best man," an 
inelegant and in itself meaningless 
phrase, should have so completely oust- 
ed from our common everydny speech 
the good old English name of '"bride- 
uian" or "bridesman." Another old 
name is "groomsman" and in days gone 
by the bridegroom was attended, not 
by one friend, but by several, who were 
known as the bridemen or groomsmen. 
The term "best man came into use, 
presumably, to indicate the one of these 
who took the lead in performing their 
various duties and was in closest at- 
tendance on the bridegroom. In ree.'iit 
years the custom of having groomsmen 
has been occasionally revived, but it 
has not become general. At a fashmit- 
able wedding, four or five years ago, 
the bride was content with live brides- 
maids and two pages, whereas the 
bridegroom was supported by uo fewer 
than nine groomsmen, 

Hut at the present time such an array 
has by no means the same meaning, 
nor are those attendant friends of so 
much use, as in (lays of old. The fore- 
runner of the brideman was the brid"- 
leader, whose duty it was to bring the 
bride lo (he bridegroom. In most coun- 
tries where the real or pretended cap- 
ture of the bride was an essential pari 
of tiic ceremony, and wherever traeos 
of the very ancient custom of bride 
capture existed, the friend or frieil Is 
of the bridegroom had the Important 
otiice of capturing the lady ami bring- 
ing her to her lord.

The same idea, somewhat more dis- 
guised, can be traced in the custom 
which was not unknown at old-fashion- 
ed 'weddings less than a century ago. m 
the North of England, and in the Wsst 
of Scotland, of the bridegroom's "best 
man" escorting the bride to the church. 
It has been disputed, naturally, whether 
the groom's nearest friend was choi'iU 
as escort with the idea of protecting 
tiie ' lady from seizure by others, or 
whether he mignt be regarded as the 
leader ill the act of capture. 

But whichever idea lay at the back 
of the practice, it was clearly a Sur- 
vival connected with the custom of 
marriage by capture. Later, the bride- 
men had various functions to perform 
which have now become ' obsolete. There 
was still a trace of the capture idea in 
tiie old duty at one time assigned to 
the brideinau of giving the bride away, 
lie led her to the church and h m 
acted the part now filled by the lady's 
father or other near male relative. 

In the old seventeenth century ballad 
of the Golden Clove, which used to be 
a great favorite at rural gatherings in. 
all parts of the country in the oio, 
unsophisticated days, before the melan- 
choly monstrosities of the modern music 
hall had driven the genuine old Eng- 
lish ballads and songs out of use and 
memory— in this ballad there are th" 
lines which allude to the custom named:

The bridebowl, 
or cup; was handed round at si wed- 
ding, so that the friend might drink 
the health of the newly married pair— 
a kind of loving-cup ceremony. 

Hut before the proceedings had renen- 
ed this pleasant point, it had been th" 
duty of the bridemen to lift the bride 
over the threshold. This is an ancient 
and widespread custom, the meaning of 
which has caused much shedding of 
ink. In the west of Scotland, of old, 
says Mr. Napier, in his book on ihe 
folklore of that region, "(ho threshold 
of the house was disenchanted by 
charms, and by anointing it with cer- 
tain unctuous perfumes, but as it was 
considered unlucky for the wife to 
tread upon the threshold on first ca- 
tering her house, she was lifted over 
it and seated upon a piece of wood, a 
symbol of domestic industry." 

The custom is not confined to Euro- 
pean peoples, for a somewhat analo- 
gous practice exists in China, where 
the bride is carried into the houso by 
a matron, and at the door is lifted over 
a pan of charcoal. Apart from mar- 
riairo. even in this country, there an- 
folks who are careful on entering a 
house to step over and not on th" 
threshold. There is a world of lore, in- 
deed, surrounding the subject of the 
threshold into which we cannot here 
enter.

Electric elevators have hitherto 
been but little used fur buildings over 
15 stories, on account of tin' design not 
being suitable for speeds exceeding .'!."i0 
ft. per minute, hydraulic elevators trav- 
eling at (Win ft. per minute being pref- 
erable. Each elevator is usually de- 
signed to carry safely 2,500 lb. exclu- 
sive of the cage; whilst one of the 
cages— or cars as they are called in 
America— is designed to transport sates 
usually not more than of tour tons. It 
costs less to operate an electric eleva- 
tor than tin hydraulic machine.

Engineering, which describes com- 
pletely the manufacture of Edison 
phonographs, says that two new prac- 
tical uses for this instrument are being 
supplied. The one is a so-ci 
inereial phonograph, and the 
for the purpose of teaching 
viva voce. The special feu till 
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tion. This machine, continues Engi- 
neering, is not yet placed on tho mar- 
ket, but it is in use throughout Mr. 
Edison's establishments. It will be rfc 
me inhered that, some years ago, great 
efforts were made to introduce tin 
phonograph into current olllce work t.i 
replace the stenographer; tho attempt 
failed, however, for many reasons too 
obvious to repeat, and it does not seem 
to us (Engineering), likely that any bet- 
ter success will attend the advent of 
the commercial phonograph. The use of 
records for teaching languages is, ou 
the other hand, successfully employed 
in tin; United States, especially by the 
International Correspondence Schools 
of Scrnnton, Pennsylvania, and lan- 
guage records are now largely made 
| and sold in sets. Each set comprises 
twenty-live records, arranged specially 
for nee-out and intonation, while forty 
text-books complete the set. In this di- 
rection alone, adds Engineering, tho 
phonograph appears to have found its 
really useful purpose; in every other 
sense it must be regarded as an ex- 
pensive toy, the demand for which ap- 
pears never to fail. We believe we are 
right in saying that The supply of talk- 
ing machines is shared between tho 
Gramophone nnd the Edison Phono- 
graph Companies; in what proportion 
this supply is divided we do not know, 
but certainly tin- output of the latter 
company is almost incredible, being no 
less than an average of 3,500 records 
per day, and 2,500 phonographs per 
; week. Thus, from having been tit the 
outset, nearly thirty years ago, only a 
dangerous appendix to a valuable pa- 
tent, it has passed through the succes- 
sive slates of a scientific marvel, a 
laboratory instrument, and an unprofit- 
able manufacture, to its present place 
of wide and universal demand, and a 
large anil apparently durable commer- 
cial success. 

A GERMAN "GOLD BRICK." 

A landed proprietor of the govern- 
ment of Ufa, Russia, tells this story:

DEATH OF THE COMPOSER OF 
"DIXIE." 

The death of Daniel Decatur Em- 
met t, "old Dan Emmett" as lie has 
been culled for many years, has called 
up again the old discussion about his 
famous song "Dixie." 

In the strenuous days of the civil war 
Southerners sometimes used to say 
that the North tried to steal "Dixie," 
which was "their tune." In a sense it 
was and is, because Dan Enimett's 
father was a Virginian and his mother 
was born in Maryland, but Dun himself 
was born in Mount Vernon, O., whoro 
his parents lived, on Oct. 20, 1815, and 
therefore had he lived till Oct. 2!) of 
this year lie would have been 80 years 
of age. 

The song "Dixie" he wrote, words 
ami music, for Bryant's minstrels in 
the full of 1S50 and it was msed ' by 
them, Emmett himself beiug one of 
them, 'as a "walk around," the then 
popular finale of a minstrel programme, 
in their minstrel theatre at -172 Broad- 
way, New York. This was a year and 
a half before the civil war broke out. 

Emmett himself always maintained 
that the original manuscript of the 
song was. stolen from him while he was 
traveling professionally in the South 
before the war began. Considering how 
such things were cared lor, however, 
it is more probable that he lost it by 
accident. Mo one wild heard it a few 
times needed mure than memory to 
know it "for good.' 1 

He said that when he was suddenly 
called on to write it "a tune was buz- 
zing in his lieu..' and lie wrote it out 
on the lines ami spaces in ten minutes, 
fitting the words to it afterward. This 
makes it probable that the tune was 
very like something he had "picked up" 
in his long connection with minstrelsy 
—probably a blending of two or three 
strains more or less well known among 
plantation negroes and their white im- 
itators— ami this would account for the 
Southern notion that somebody had 
stolen it from the South. 

But .all the contention over it is gone 
and its composer lived to hear it 
cheered, whenever played to crowds, 
alike in South and North. 

QUOTES SHAKESPEARE. 

Objecting to the crowd which attend- 
ed its sale at Kew, near Melbourne, 
recently, an African gray parrot re- 
peatedly told the auctioneer to "Shut 
up," and "Co home sober," but other- 
wise would say nothing.

If both approve 
they organize a sort of procession, 
made up of their relatives and friends, 
and, headed by a band of music, go to 
the house of the girl's parents, with a 
basket of fowl, bread, fruit, ears of 
dried corn, and strings of pepper. 

It is good 'form for the girl's mother 
to delay an answer until she has had 
time to consult her relations, and 
friends, OS possibly her 1-1-yejir-old 
daughter may have her own prefer- 
ences in the matter of a husband; so 
the procession usually turns about and 
goes homeward completely in the dark- 
as to the success or nou-success of the 
proposal.

America Recognizes Coffee Drinking as 
a Disease. 

America has developed n class of 
men and women that physicians group 
under the name of "coffee inebriates. 
A coffee inebriate is, speaking broadly, 
j one who consumes a pound or more of 
eoll'ee a week, says the Baltimore 
Herald. 

A pound makes about seven quarts 
of coffee; seven quarts make 28 cups, 
and 28 cups a week make four cups a 
day.

symptoms of coffee inebriety, it is like- 
ly that they will develop them before 
long.

The cold hands, 
the irregular heart, ami the nervous 
melancholia or depression pass off 
when a strong cup of coffee is taken, 
but in an hour or two they return 
again,

Susan B. Anthony Gives Her Impressions of the Kaiser's Better Half. 
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Berlin, June 30.— Miss Susan B. An- 
thony describes her impressions of the 
Empress of Germnuy as follows: 

"1 saw before me a very stately, very 
royal personage, I would not say hand- 
some. There were many handsomer 
women in our congress. She was beau- 
tifully dressed, although I have very 
sharp eyes for externals. 

"The whole effect of her presence, in 
addition to stateliuess, was one of 
erraciousness, of line womanly typo. 
Her smile was good. It was not 

wooden, nor set, nor put on for th - 

easion. It: was just the natural smile 



of :i good woman and a good mother. 
I think I used the right word there. 
She looks motherly. 

"Most undeniably, too, she is a gifted 
woman. Such versatility in languages 
I ever heard of. Her French, her 
Italian, hor Dutch are as good as her 
English. She is a marvel. 

"But what struck me the more was 
the volume of literature she must have 
read on our own particular subjects. 

She knew about the woman's move- 
ment in her own country as a matter 
of course, but knew its details also in 
countries as diverse as the United 
States, Holland and France, It was 
not only one branch of the women's 



work that interested the Kaiserin. She 
had a survey of the whole field, social 
and political. This view is borne out 
by other women who spoke with her 
and obtained a similar impression. 

"She has the most alert mind in the 
Kaiser's court. I don't imagine that 
her position is an easy one, but I may 
be wrong. She was brought up very 
stiffly, very conservatively, I should 
imagine, but think she developed and 
is developing. 

"The Kaiserin is a good woman, a 
good mother, a very highly accom- 
plished woman, nnd a splendid wife to 
her husband. She has a warm heart 
for all good causes." 



Turbines And Recip- 
rocating Engines 



Engineering, dealing with the four 
new Midland Railway Company's boats, 
two of which are to be fitted with re- 
ciprocating steam engines, and two with 
steam turbines, says that the space oc- 
cupied by "\o two types of propelling 
machinery is the same; the weight can, 
however, be placed lower in the ship 
in tin.' hitter case, thereby allowing the 
ci ntre of gravity of other machinery to 
be raised. The facility for overhaul is 
certainly as great in the turbine ma- 
chinery as in the other type, and any- 
one who has seen a turbine engine- 
ed appearance of a reeiurocating en- 



gine-room. The propellers being small- 
er, therefore projecting less beyond the 
line of the snip, and tire less liable to 
damage, it is difficult to sny how the 
centre propeller could possibly be in- 
jured. In the later installations the go- 
astern turbines have been steadily in- 
creased in power; in the King Edward 
it was comparatively small; in the 
Queen it amounted to one-half of the 
full go-ahead power of the engines; in 
the Londonderry and Manxman it will 
be a still higher proportion — about 00 
per cent. The cost of manufacture can 
hardly be compared with that of re- 
ciprocating machinery, as the turbine 
production is in its infancy. All the 
years of effort which have been pat 
into cheapening the cost of reciprocating 
engines have yet to come to the turbine. 
Yet 'even with this disadvantage the 
turbine is not appreciably more cosily 



than the reciprocating engine. In tin 
ease of the Londonderry, which affords 
a direct comparison for speed with tho 
other ships, the additional cost is less 
than 2 per cent, of the total cost of 
the vessel. Undoubtedly, as tho manu- 
facture becomes more systematized tho 
difference will be on the other side of 
the ledger. As to cost of upkeep of 
turbines, experience is practically nil; 
but there is no evidence to show that 
there is anything to fear on this ac- 
count. The cost of running, so far as 
attendance is concerned, is undoubtedly 
less, there being in existing vessels at 
lease two men less in the .engine-room 
than iu tho case. of ships with recipro- 
cating engines of equal power speed. 
With respect to coal consumption, which 
is the important thing in the cost (">C 
running machinery, the trials of these 
boats will afford a complete solution; 
and we hope that the comparative re- 
sults, not only on trial but on service, 
for which arrangements are being made, 
will be placed at our. disposal in tho 
near future.

One of the most interesting new favts 
about that most interesting of sub- 
stances, radium, is that it is very wide- 
ly distributed, though perhaps in quan- 
tities of inconceivable minuteness. Pro- 
fessor Henry Andrews Brunistead, of 
the Slioffleld Scientific School, lias dem- 
onstrated absolutely that radio-active 
gas is to be found in the ground and 
surface water about. New Haven. Conn. 
This gas is apparently identical with 
the emanation from radium. In the 
paper embodying his results, he says: 
"As rain water does not contain ' a 
radio-active gas, all hough it does con- 
tain an active solid residue, the only 
hypothesis which seemed to be left to 
account for the presence of the gas in 
lhis surface water was that the water 
had come in contact with the gas in its 
passage through tin' ground and had 
dissolved some of it." 

Abroad, it has been discovered by 
Lord Blythswood and II. Stanley \i- 
len, working jointly, that the waters of 
the Imt mineral springs .if Bath lira 
similarly rndio-octlve. This is also true 
of the ordinary tap water at Cam- 
bridge. England. 

Many minerals are likewise radio- 
active. Radio-activity lias been ob- 
served in slag, tailings from concen- 
trators, slimes, chemical wastes, deep 
well waters and petroleums. If any 
substance is moderately radio-active, 
the fact is discoverable by any one pos- 
sessing a knowledge of' photography. 
'The method is simple. The substance 
suspected of radio-activity sin. old be 
placed on a sensitive photographic plate, 
from wjiicli the enclosing black paper 
has not been removed, ami underneath 
should be placed a small metal ■ 'tject. 
The whole should be permitted co re- 
main for some time in a dark room. 
Then the plate should he developed, and 
if the specimen tested has radio-uetive 
powers, a photograph of the metal ob- 
ject will be produced on the plate ex- 
actly as if the plate had been exposed 
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ndium in medicine, of 
was heard a few monl lis 
lhandoued for the pros- 
ensible people expected 
se.

schools— those who believe that trans- 
mutation of the elements has been wit- 
nessed, and those who believe that there 
"is some mistake" about the experi- 
ments of the transmutationists. 

As explained by Sir Oliver Lodge, the 
new school of chemists hold that mat- 
ter and force are forms of the same 
thing. Every chemical atom is com- 
posed of thousands ami thousands of 
electrons, positive and negative, in a 
state of violent movement. In the case 
of most "elements" — irpu and steel, for 
example— the electrons composing the 
atom are sufficiently stable so that P.O 
change is discoverifble in the substance, 
even when observed through a long 
period of time. The electrons that com- 
pose an atom of radium, however, are 
constantly being ejected at an amazing 
speed (one hundred thousand miles a 
second) and they rapidly rearrange 
themselves into other atoms, no longer 
atoms o.' radium, but atoms of a to- 
tally different substance. Indium. This 
operation is not affected by tempera- 
ture, proceeding with the same rapid- 
ity at red heat as at the temperature 
of liquid air. An enormous amount of 
heat is dissipated by radium in this 
process of dissolution, ami Professor 
■ltutherford, of .Montreal University, 
has suggested, iu view of the fact that 
radium is widely diffused through the 
earth, and presumably is constantly dis- 
integrating and- producing heat, that the 
heat of the earth ami suu are in part 
maintained by radium. In such case, 
the famous calculation of Lord Kelvin 
as to the age of the earth, based on 
loss of the initial heat, would he seri- 
ously vitiated. 

Bui the most important consequence 
of I lie alleged discovery of the muta- 
bility of matter is in its extension of 
the principle of evolution to the chemi- 
cal world, it having been already recog- 
nized in every other depart incut of cos 
mic activity. To quote from the sum- 
mary of an address by Sir Oliver Lodge 
in the Loudon Times:

Oswald, another almost 
equally famous German, tentatively 
agrees with Sir William Ramsay that 
all substances have a <•< ion basis. 

The trouble is. the extreme difficulty 
with which radium may lie obtained 
baffles investigators. Working with 
infinitely small quantities the results 
can only be somewhat inconclusive. 
What is needed is an Andrew Carnegie 
to endow a laboratory solely for the 

pil'oiose of elucidating the secret of 

radium, which may go far toward! solv- 
ing "the riddle of I lie painful earth."

THE BRADFORD INDUSTRIAL 
EXHIBITION. 



In commemoration of- the opening of 
the Cartwright Memorial nail, an In- 
dustrial exhibition has been opened in 
Lister Park, Bradford. The Hall, 
which is largely the gift of Lord Ma- 
sham, forms a splendid memorial to 
the inventor of the \owor loom and 
circular comb, two machines which 
have made Bradford what it is today — 
the centre of a vast manufacturing dis- 
trict, second only in importance to that 
which ii immediately adjoins, and of 
which Manchester is the centre. Since 
the introduction of the wool-comber 
and the power loom, some sixty years 
ago, vast strides have been made in 
manufacturing, although it has baen 
truly said that Bradford could not at 
one time compete with the production 
of line woollen and worsted fabrics ns 
This was largely due 
t the whole of' tier 
with the production of 
Manufacturers, under 
s, have had no incite- 
to compete wilh the 
llictions. There has, 
however, during the last few years nec- 
essarily been a great extension in the 
range of goods Manufactured in and 
around Bradford. At the present time 
her looms are able to produce, and her 
dye-houses to dye. fabrics which com- 
pare favorably, and which compete 
iu any market, with those designed and 
manufactured on the Continent. The 
exhibition being held at Bradford 
should be worth vis ; tinu-. if only to 
see the display of the woven fabrics. 

Beyond being a vast manufacturing 
district. Bradford and the towns which 
surround it possess icaiiv firms em- 
ployed in the making of spinning and 
weaving machinery.

The lawyers, as 
lie drove into each successive place, 
eagerly anticipated a new stock of 
stories, gave him n cordial weleorn«j 
and the landlords hailed his coming 
with delight, for lie ivns one of, the 
most patient and uncomplaining of 
guests. 

•'If every other fellow," relates one 
of' his colleagues, "(.'nimhlcd at the in- 
different accommodations and scant 
fare which greeted us at many Of the 
dingy taverns wo struck, Lincoln said 
nothing;" 

His forbearance in this regard well 
warrants the observation he is said on 
one occasion to have mndc that lie nev- 
er so completely felt his own nuworth- 
iness as when lie stood face to face 
with a real, live hotel clerk." How he 
appeared on the circuit may lie gleaned 
from this sketch of him by Henry t'. 
Whitney, one nt" Ins colleagues in 
Central Illinois, who is yet living: 

•'His hat was brown, failed, and the 
nap usually worn or nibbed nil'. Hi' 
wore a short cloak and sometimes a 
shawl, His coat and vest hung loosely 
on his giant frame. His trousers \v°re 
•invariably too short. In one hand he 
carried a failed green umbrella witli 'A. 
Lincoln' in large, white cotton or mus- 
lin letters sewed on the inside. The 
knob was gone from the handle and 
a piece of cord was usually tied around 
the middle of the umbrella m keep it 
from Hying open. In the other hand 
lie carried n carpetbag, in which was 
stored a few papers he used in conn, 
and underclothing enough to last till 
his return to Springfield." 

THE RICHEST MAN IN MEXICO. 

The richest man in Mexico is a 
miner, Pedro Alvnrndo, who owns a 
mine at Paral, in the State of Ch'hu.l- 
liua. He is about fifty years old. nnd 
comes from the peon, or lowest labor- 
ing class. For years he was a mine 
laborer, working for 50 cents (Mexican 
silver) a day: illiterate, unthinking. He 
was known to he hard-working, hut he 
had no more thrift or foresight than 
the other [icons, and in consequence h's 
taking up of a small piece of property 
three years ago with the intention of 
sinking a shaft was a standing joke in 
1 1 10 neighborhood. Ho borrowed money 
to work his property in u small way, 
hut his credit did not hold for very 
long, and it wns on the last day before 
the mortgage would have been fore- 
closed that he made a strike that turn- 
ed him in a day from a peon to a mil- 
lionaire many times over. The wealth 
of liis mine, witli its present develop- 
ment, is fabulous, the average ore 
taken out assaying in the neighborhood 
of $12,000 a ton. although one ship- 
ment of three carloads was made some 
time ago that brought him a profit of 
$600,000 a ear, this ore being so rich 
that the native silver could be cur from 
it with a poeketknife.— Leslie's Weekly.

No one would think of leaving the 
party until the principal guest had re- 
tired. Mr. Gladstone in 1883 wrote to 
the then Prince of Wales: 

"I am very much shocked at an omis- 
sion which I made last night in failing 
to ask your Royal Highness' leave to 
be the first to quit Lord Alcc-Ster's 
agreeable party in order that 1 might 
attend to my duties in the House of 
Commons, In my early days, not only 
did the whole company remain united 
if a member of the royal family wore 
present until, the exalted personage had 
departed, but 1 well recollect the ap-'i 
plication of the same rule in the case 
Of the Archbishop (Howley) of Canter- 
bury." 

If a member of the house of Han- 
over were present at a dinner party no 
other guest would be supplied witli a 
finger bowl in case any ardent Jacobite 
might observe the tradition of holding 
his glass over the bowl as a sign of 
''drinking to the King across the 
water." 

Any lady honored by a call from a 
royal personage would at once deny 
herself to any other caller during the 
visit, and any one paying a visit to a 
member of the royal family would not 
dream of rising to take leave until a 
sign of gracious dismissal wus given. 

At any ball "to meet" the beir to 
ihe throne and his consort, unless by 
special request, dancing would not 
commence until their arrival, ami if 
any Princess took part in a round 
dance no other couple attempted to oc- 
cupy the floor at the same time. 

Should an occasion arise for any pri- 
vate individual to offer a present to any 
Princess of the blood it would bo con- 
sidered the height of indecorum for the 
gift to take the form of any jewelry. 
At the opera or theatre no well-bred 
person would direct an opera glass to- 
ward the royal box, or, however inti- 
mate, venture, to be asked to be re- 
ceived during an entr-acte unless spe- 
cially summoned. Even the envoy or 
representative of royalty was formerly 
treated with more ceremony than ob- 
tains today; at a funeral service, for in- 
stance; the Court official representing 
the Sovereign would invariably occupy 
a pew by himself. 




Probably no person in the world 
owns so many clocks as King Edward. 
In Windsor Castle there are about 250 
timepieces, and over 170 in Bucking- 
ham Palace, lu St. James' Palace and 
Hampton Court the mrTTibers are com- 
paratively smalL 

In almost every instance, however, 
interesting histories are attached to tne 
clocks, many of which are described in 
an interesting book, written by Ml'. 
William Bell Robertson and Mr. Fred- 
erick Walker (clock and watch maker 
to the Kings of Etigland and Italy), 
and published by John Walker, Lim- 
ited. 

The finest clock at Windsor, accord- 
ing to a French authority, is the Loins 
XIV. Buhl clock in the Van Dyck 
room. It stands 7ft. 2'/iin. in height, 
anil its perfect proportions and slender 
form make it a dream of elegance. An- 
other line example of the Louis NIV. 
period is to be seen in the Rubdus 
room. .This is but 2ft. 2Vii>i. in height, 
but it is noticeable on account of the 
minute numbers encircling the hour 
numerals on their outer periphery. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the 
royal clocks from a historical point of 
view is that which Henry VIII. gave 
to Anno Uoleyn on the morning of her 
wedding. It is iii a gilt metal ens', 
but the back part of the dome and 
and parts of the hack ami right frelzes 
are missing. The dome is surmounted 
by a lion rampant holding a shield en- 
graved with the' Royal Arms of Eng- 
land, quartered with the Arms of 
France. 

The lead weights are beautifully en- 
graved— II. A. and true lovers' knots 
on one, nnd IT. A. alone on the other. 
Round the top of each is the motto, 
"Dieu et Mon Droit," and round the 
bottom "The Most Happye." 

This clock was acquired for Queen 
Victoria at the sale of Horace Wal- 
polo'e effects at Strawberry-hill for 
£110. 

The Oriental blue porcelain vase 
clock in the Throne room is distinguish- 
ed by its finely-chased ormolu mounts. 
In the same apartment is a remarkable 
eight-day clock with gilt numerals on 
two revolving bands, encircling a black 
enamelled globe, which is supported on 
a circular Rosa marble pedestal with 
c square base. 

As the hands revolve a figure or 
Father Time on the left, with the point 
of his scythe indicates the minutes rep- 
resented on the one hand and the hours 
represented on the other. On the right 
of the marble column is the figure of 
Astronomy, with one hand holding an 
open book nnd the other stretched to- 
wards Father Time as if to keep him 
Jn check.--London Leader.

Curious Privileges of the Sovereign and 
His Family, 

There is to be observed a distinct 

dimintiti f many of the restrictions 

and formalities which were once so 
strictly observed In all social inter- 
course which the Sovereign and the 
royal family bad with the rest of the 
pi ople of all ranks and classes. 

In spite of the extreme simplicity, al- 
most, it may be said, homeliness, of 

Conn life in tl nrller part of the 

Victorian reign, the Sovereign stood 
far more aloof from the various social 
classes than is the ease today. 

For ninny years only the leading 

members of the comparatively small 
aristocracy were admitted to anything 
like Intimacy. 

The Dukes of Sutherland. Argyll, 
Beaufort, Rut hind, and a few other 
territorially Influential peers of the 
realm were the only hosts whom the 
Sovereign and Princes visiteil. 

It is within the memory of the 'ex- 
isting generation that til « date l)nclii»sy 
of Cambridge felt herself trtiable to tie- 



Certain military traditions have al.-o 
fallen into abeyance. In former years 
even ihe junior Princes and Princesses 
wi-re escorted to drawing rooms and 
It ve. > by detachments of household 
cavalry. The abolition of purchase end- 
ed the custom of the Sovereign present- 
ing to the pages of honor a commission 
in the Guards, but it is only recently 
that two of the household regiments 
have adopted the practice of drinking 
the King's health at mess, which they 
alway-. studiously refrained from doing 
as a sign that their loyalty was beyond 
suspicion, and required uo outward eon- 
li final ion. 

Il was also considered irregular for 
any olllcer of whatever rank outside 
tin' royal family to lift his hat in re- 
turning the salute of a guard or 'n- 
dividual soldier, while any armed party 
meeting a royal equipage would be or- 
dered to form up and salute the 0CCU- 

Tlml changes in "the old order" 
should by some be regarded with re- 
gret as marking a growing laxity in the 
i evi reuce paid to t lie t hrone is only 
natural. Vet the value and significance 
of [lart'cnlnr outward forms is, after 
all. purely relative to the ideas they 
are meant to convey.— "Index" in the 
London Express.
